Scheuer declared, however, 
that the actual cost to the te n ­ 
ants will he less because own­ 
ers of co-op apartments are 
permitted to deduct real estate 
taxes paid on their apartments

filing income tax returns. 
He claimed this would save 
apartment owners $12 to $15 
per month. 
The deductions 
could not be made until after 
two years, however. 


DOWN PAYMENT

tenants would be required to 
pay $450 down payment on his 
apartment.

Illinois 
Commission on Public Aid and 
Assistance 
v i s i t e d 
Marin 
County today to learn about 
the county's program of aid 
to needy children. 
The visitors met all day with 
the Marin County Board 
of 
Supervisors and Betty L. Pres.- 
ley, county welfare director, at 
the courthouse. 
Rep. William H. Robinson of 
Chicago, commission chairman, 
said federal officials had said 
Marin’s program is considered^ 
outstandingly successful. 
The 
commission has just spent one 
day each in San Francisco and 
San Mateo County. 
Miss Presley opened with de­ 
tailed description of the de­ 
pendent children program and 
later gave information on what 
Marin is doing in the fields of 
medical care and general assist­ 
ance. 
She 
said 
the 
supervisors 
initially approved the program 
on children, which has been 
operating for more than six 
years and is “ based upon the 
employment of professionally 
trained 
social 
workers 
with 
limited caseloads to deal with 
families in trouble and in re­ 
ceipt of public assistance. 


I 
Copies of a 1957 study bv 
j the State Department of Social 
j Welfare were provided to show 
how the program operates. 
A special study was made 


j last year of 231 families that 
had 
been on the dependent 
children aid program for three 
months or more. 
Miss Presley 
said it showed that 84 per cent 
of the parents had personal 
problems affecting their abil­ 
ity to function effectively as 
parents. 
“What we arc trying to do 
in Marin County.” said Miss 
Presley, “is to help each fam­ 
ily achieve faster and better 
adjustment to its own social 
and economic problems . . . 
Aid to dependent children is 
just one approach.” 
During an initial period of 
interviews, she said, about one-j 
fifth of those coming for help 
develop 
means 
of 
handling 
their problems. 
“Obviously professional case­ 
work is not the magic solution 1 
to all of our problems,” said 
Miss Presley. “ It will not solve 
business recessions, it will not 
cure 
all 
personal 
or 
social 
problems, it w ill not dissolve I 
all of the need for public assist­ 
ance expenditures.”

Pentagon Wants Gl 
Wrapped Up As Tank 


WASHINGTON 
(T—Tomor­ 
row's soldier will be a human 
and a power plant all wrapped 
into one. 
He will be a ‘ one-man tank” 
— able to run faster, stop quick­ 
e r and lift bigger loads than 
ordinary' mortals. What's more, 
he will be immune to germ 
warfare, poison gas and the 
heat and radiation from nuclear 
blasts. 
Such a soldier is not the 
dream of a science fiction writ­ 
er. 
The Pentagon thinks the 
idea 
is 
feasible 
and 
wants 
civilian inventors to come up 
with some ideas on how to 
make him become a reality. 
Here's how the Pentagon ex- j 
pects to make him come truer! 
Called 
the 
“servo-soldier.” 
this future GI will wear a spec­ 
ial suit that will have its own 
engine, giving him the extra j 
power. 
He will be aided by a 
servo-motor, or auxiliary power 
plant. 
The mechanical type suit will 
p r o v i d e 
“a self - contained 
power 
source, 
automatically 
controlled and guided by the 
natural responses and senses 
of the wearer.” 
As the soldier moves his 
hands, arms, legs and feet, the

Crane Drops 
In Missile Pit, 
Killing Six 


ROSWELL, N.M. i.fl— A huge 
construction crane toppled 172 
feet to flaming destruction in 
the bottom of a ballistic mis­ 
sile pit in eastern New Mexico 
yesterday, killing six men and 
injuring 19. 


Six of the injured were treat­ 
ed and released from a hospital. 
The cause of the 
accident 
had not been determined today 
and there were conflicting re­ 
ports as to what exactly hap­ 
pened. 
Dazed survivors could 
pro­ 
vide little help in eleanng the 
picture. 
They were working on steel 
framework along the sides of 
the deep pit, to be used as a 
launching site for the nation’s 
Atlas intercontinental ballistic 
missle, when the crane toppled 
in on them. 
“They yelled down and told 
us it was coming.” said one of 
the survivors, L. D. Crumrine, 
48, of Amarillo, Tex. ‘ I look­ 
ed up, saw it moving backward 
toward the hole. I got behind a 
column but the fire got me.” 
Gasoline tanks on the crane

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Civic Center Report Puts 
Project In Perspective 


When the first phase of civic center 
construction is complete, the question 
before the Board of Supervisors will 
be: 
Shall we proceed with a second phase 
of construction0 
And this will be a wholly proper ques­ 
tion, of course. 
W hether it gets proper consideration 
by the supervisors remains to be seen. 
Three of them are on record with 
pretty strong anti-eivic center state­ 
ments. A lot of persuading may have to 
be done if all the three are to be con­ 
vinced that the civic center is necessary 
and proper and that further construc­ 
tion is warranted. 
Apparently 
the 
Citizens 
Advisory 
Committee on Development of Marin 
County has perceived this and already 
has begun gathering the facts. 
The committee has presented a sev­ 
en-page “white paper" on the civic cen­ 
ter to the supervisors. 
The committee raises eight questions, 
presents pertinent information on each 
and reaches some pretty firm answers 
on each. 
1— “Is a Civic Center needed? 
. . County business is presently be­ 
ing conducted at 16 different locations 
in San Rafael. 12 of which are rented at 
an annual rental of $58,652. Grouping 
of related offices in one location would 
promote more efficient operation. 
2— “Is 
the 
proposed 
location 
suitable? 
. . It is centrally located, easily ac­ 
cessible by car, and within walking dis­ 
tance of public transportation stations 
. . . Population center of the county 
seems to be moving north . . . The Citi­ 
zens’ Fairgrounds Committee and the 
Citizens’ Civic Center Committee both 
recommended the site after study of oth­ 
ers. . . . It is too bad the present court­ 
house location could not have been ex­ 
panded, but, if land had been con­ 
demned for expansion at the court 
house site, the cost might have been 
prohibitive and the cost of parking fa­ 
cilities enormous. 
3— “Was the cost of the site a 
reasonable one? 
“Present total acreage of both fair­ 
grounds and civic center is 134.13 acres 
— total cost of both county and state 
funds,is $353,405.25. This committee 
believes the cost to be a reasonable one. 
4— “Is the cost of construction 
reasonable? 
“Cost per square foot is $23.13. Bids 
were lower than architect’s estimate,

lower than county budgeted amount and 
per square foot cost is less than adjusted 
cost of court house annex. Local archi­ 
tects' opinion is that $23 a square foot 
is a modest and completely reasonable 
cost for public buildings. . . . 
5— “Will the buildings do their 
job? 
“First construction will house inter­ 
related offices and future units are de­ 
signed to complement when county 
growth necessitates further building . . . 
Most, if not all, rentals will bo eliminat­ 
ed. Therefore, operations at both the 
new civic center and present court 
house will be more efficient. .. . 
6— “Are buildings appropriate 
in appearance? 
“In this committee's opinion the con­ 
sensus among the average citizenry 
seems to tend toward a decorative-type 
exterior and seems to be repelled by a 
simple box-like design. . . . This com­ 
mittee feels that Marin County has been 
wisely advised to select an architect of 
reputation and integrity that might ap­ 
proach the very best this century has to 
offer. 
7— “What effect will the new 
chic center have on the whole 
county? 
“ It is theorized by some that the qual­ 
ity of the quarters for governmental 
functions is a reflection of government 
itself. There will be more local price 
in county government. The county will 
receive recognition because of the repu- 
tation of the architect 
when the 
county accepts the finished building, it 
will be fully paid for. 
8— “Is it advisable to continue 
w ith other phases? 
“. . . The functional integrity of the 
civic center will not be complete with­ 
out the other phases when all county 
offices may be located in one central 
place. . . . It is advisable to plan for fu­ 
ture needs with a flexible plan, permit­ 
ting departments to expand or contract 
as they need until the time when coun­ 
ty growth necessitates the addition of 
more buildings. All of this can be ac­ 
complished and has been planned for at 
civic center site.” 


The Citizens Advisory Committee on 
Development of Marin is to be com­ 
mended for the work that has gone into 
this analytical report. 
And we commend the report to all 
who would understand what the civic 
center problem is all about — especial­ 
ly our Board of Supervisors.

For the 1959-60 
fiscal year, the counsel cost 
the consumers $39.428. In the 
subsequent fiscal year, which 
is under way at the present 
time, the counsel is costing 
the taxpayers $72.413, which 
of course, represents a full 
year of operation. 
In the 1961-62 fiscal year, 
the taxpayers are to be charg­ 
ed $104,962. 
So far. the Consumer Coun­ 
sel, Mrs. Helen Ewing Nel­ 
son of Mill Valley, has issued 
one pamphlet advising bor­ 
rowers 
how much 
interest 
they pay, presumably on the 
assumption that the teaching 
of arithmetic in California's 
schools has deteriorated to 
such an extent that the pub­ 
lic can’t figure interest rates.

SECRETARY RUSK is said 
to be under considerable pres­ 
sure to cross the Pacific in 
order to attend a meeting of 
SEATO in Bangkok. 
Two Asian members of the

and with Mr. Khrushchev. 


The 
real 
importance

face to face meetings wRh 
these men is not that it is a 
substitute for quiet negotia­ 
tion 
but 
that it facilitates 
quiet negotiation. The heads 
of government need to know 
what kind of man their am­ 
bassadors are telling them 
about. They need to see the 
man and to hear him, and not 
only to try to imagine him 
from photographs and car­ 
toons. 
But this ad of getting ac­ 
quainted, which is desirable 
for the new President, must 
resolutely be kept from be­ 
coming inflated into summit­ 
ry’. One precaution is to have 
it understood that a formal 
summit meeting is not now’ 
in prospect.

ment was 517.000 in January, 
an increase of 65.000 or about 
14 per cent from December. 
The 517.000. reported yester­ 
day is the largest January fig-1 
ure in a decade and represents 
8 per cent of the covered work 
force. 
Irving Perluss. state director 
of employment, however, says 
the statistics haven't “started 
snowballing downhill.” He said 
he hopes, but can't guarantee, 
the recession has about reached 
bottom. 
Perluss said, “The important 
thing for us to do is not to hold 
our heads in our hands: but to 
do something to create jobs. 
At the governor’s request.

does not rru-an that they’re go­ 
ing ’o be nsane. 


3. 
Gifted children cannot 
do things with their hands. 
They are no good at sports. 
They are brain workers and 
are inferior in other types of 
activities. 
This may be true in a few 
cases, but not in most. Their 
apparent 
clnmsiness 
comes 
from 
impatience, 
not 
from 
lack of ability They may dis­ 
like team sports such 
foot­ 
ball or baseball. But they ex­ 
cel at individual sports, such 
as tennis or golf. Most gifted 
children can more ihan hold 
their 
own 
in 
anv 
activity 
which interests them.
